The management of the College last year, under the direc- 
tion of President Hammond, has given such satisfaction a« to 
merit, and receive, the hearty commendation of its patrons. 

There seems to be need of facilities for scientific work. 
Among the immediate necessities is that of a Science Hall. It 
is to be hoped that the joint committee, now being formed, 
will be able to make provision by which this great need may j 
be supplied in the near future. 

We heartily endorse the reappointment of Rev. J. D. 
Hammond, D.D., as president. We wish, also, to make men- 
tion of the fidelity of the entire faculty. Each member seems

CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

The Board of Education has had before it the report of 
Central Female College, and we note, with pleasure, several 
^ratifying features in connection with the College. 

The old debt of $15,626.30, which has burdened the Col- 
lege for years, has, through the large liberality of Bros. Scar- 
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ritt, Kerdolff, Morrison, Palmore, Ryland, Winsor and others, 
been removed, and the College is now free from all incum- 
brance. 

We congratulate the Board in securing the services of 
Prof. A. A. Jones, of Georgia, as president, wdio comes to 
them highly recommended as a gentleman of Christian culture 
and success as a teacher. The College has an enrollment, this 
year, of one hundred and forty-one pupils, eighty-one of 
whom are boarders in the College. We find, from" the report, 
that the College is crovrded to its utmost capacity, insomuch 
that they are using the hall to give lessons in music, there be- 
ing one hundred and thirty pupils in this class. 

The College needs enlargement. The fourth story of the 
new building has never been finished. With this story finish- 
ed, and an additional story upon the old building, to corres- 
pond, we would have a College sufficient to accommodate one 
hundred and fifty boarders. We recommend to the. Curators 
to make diligent efforts to accomplish this result, and we 
commend this enterprise to the Christian liberality of the 
church throughout the bounds of our patronizing Conferences.

tors, as now constituted, be continued in charge of the College 
until their successors shall be appointed by this Conference. 

We recommend that a visiting committee be appointed.

1 . Paper signed C. II. Briggs and C. C. Woods, as 
follows : 

Resolved , That we memorialize the next General Confer- 
ence to make the following changes in Chapter IT., Section Y.. 

08 of our Book of Discipline: 

I11 answer 2, strike out all after the words, “lie shall 
make a record of the proceedings and keep in a book;” and 
add the words, “a roll of the members,” so that answer 2, as 
amended, shall read as follows: “ A secretary shall be elected 
annually, at the first meeting after the session of the Annual 
Conference. He shall make a record of the proceedings, and 
shall keep in a book a roll of the members.” 

In answer 7 , strike out the word, “ his Church Register, 
and,” so that answer 7 , as amended, shall read as follows: 
“ It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Church Confer- 
ence to present the records of Church Conferences, to the 
third Quarterly Conference for inspection.” 

In this petition we concur, and recommend its adoption 
and presentation to the General Conference, as a memorial 
from this Conference. 

2. Also, the following paper, signed by the same parties: 

Resolved , That we memorialize the next General Confer- 
ence to make the following changes in Chapter III., Section 
XVI., 93 , of our Book of Discipline: 

Strke out all after the words “and apportion the same,” 
and add the words “ among the several charges of the District 
according to their ability, whose Boards of Stewards shall add 
the sum, thus apportioned, to the amounts agreed on to be 
raised for their preachers ; and its collection shall be provided 
for in the same way.”

In this preamble and resolution your committee also con- 
cur, and ask their adoption, and presentation as the memorial 
of this body to the General Conference of the Church.
